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POPULATION AND THE DAM 
The future of the Kinzua dam may 
be settled in 1959, though we can 
imagine the stalling could carry 
over into 1960 if possible court ac­ 
tions prove slow. The population 
influence which is mentioned in so 
much of our talk about 1959 in this 
issue strangely can be applied to 
the dam. In fact it is the weight of 
population 
which may determine 
where flood control is to be centered. 
Back in the late thirties in one of 
our earliest columns on the Kinzua 
dam we wrote that there was little 
use exposing the fault of the many 
arguments being used against the 
dam when obviously the real road 
block would be the Indians. This 
now is being proved. 
What may defeat the Indians in the 
long run is population. Though there 
are those who argue in favor of 
diverting the water through New 
York state sc as to create recrea­ 
tion and business advantages in that 
area, the fact is that many more 
people would be inconvenienced by 
such a move than is the case with 
the Indians. The opposition might 
be even stronger. 
There also is the m atter of heavy 
population along the Allegheny from 
Kinzua down to Pittsburgh. It wants 
this water, clean water, for busi­ 
ness, recreation, and good health. 
Once alerted it will battle for its 
share. 
Impetus to the dam lies in our 
hills and fields today. If this contin­ 
ues to be a cold winter which holds 
the snow in store for melting by 
heavy spring rains, another big one 
could result. Washington then will 
be roused from its slumber which 
started soon after it promised us 
protection immediately after the 
1956 wetting. 
We keep hoping the bam door does 
not have to be left open once too of­ 
ten. Some time it may cost us lives. 


COUNTY SCHOOLS 
The school population has not al­ 
leviated our educational pains in 
W arren county communities. War­ 
ren is building a new high school and 
has elementary school troubles to 
solve. Tidioute is faced with an iso­ 
lated situation which makes it diffi­ 
cult to reach a conclusion. Jointure 
with any other school will present a 
major transportation problem and 
the little community finds the state 
demanding more than Tidioute be­ 
lieves can be afforded locally. 
Sheffield also must take some 
strides and it also is too small to 
make the job an easy one.UpNorth- 
em Area way they have a new school 
but now find that this is not the end 
of their problem. Now they must 
finance growing teaching costs and 
provide more services. 
There are several answers, but we 
suspect that each will handle the 
situation locally. Whatever decision 
is reached it rests heavily on an 
always popular com m odity............. 
money.

SEWAGE PLANTS 
The state’s order to build sewage 
plants hasn’t moved anyone to action 
in Warren county. Warren already 
had started its plans when the last 
big word came out of H arrisburg. 
Tidioute a n d Sheffield apparently a re 
stalling. They doubt if the order will 
be enforced and claim they don t 
know how they will pay the bill if it 
is. 
We won’t argue that one in this 
brief note, but we are certain that 
the expenditure of money by some 
for this purpose must necessarily 
lead to a sim ilar action by others. 
The stream s will not be clean unless 
all communities cooperate. 
How the politicians will settle that 
one we are not sure, but the tugging 
and the pulling may result in a show 
of strength between those who have 
and those who have not.

LET’S S TART WI TH WAR 
The perennial question that all 
w a n t answered on this date is 
whether or not we will have a major 
war in the coming year. To give a 
flat 
“ no” 
would be to presume 
there are 
no hot spots in this 
world. All know better. We have 
had the Near East, Quemoy, and 
Berlin in 1958. We will have m ore 
of the same in 1959. And some 
other touchy spots if the Kremlin 
remains consistent, as we predict 
it will. 
But we do not believe there is a 
war planned for 1959. We do not 
believe the Soviets want one. With 
populations increasing and the land 
shrinking, hungry stomachs and a

growing demand for nationalism are 
there to be exploited by the Rus­ 
sians while we insist on creating 
status quo situations that are un­ 
tenable and force us to such un­ 
popular steps as the use of troops. 
The Soviets win such exchanges 
without firing a shot. 
Phere is a chance that the lib­ 
eralization of o u r congressional 
membership in the last electionwill 
result in a foreign policy that will 
make us more friends. 
Our own 
growing population aided by our 
tremendous 
production 
facilities 
should make it possible for us to 
be of greater help to the hungry 
m asses 
through 
education. 
En­ 
lightened, they can feed themselves 
and improve their health. 
The perverse part of this is that 
the aids to health already provided 
have increased the population. And 
until man in all nations is truly 
free, the m asses will be no more 
than hungry dependents, leaning too 
heavily on those who control the 
land on which they reside. As long 
as we follow a policy that is limited 
to making the powerful few more 
powerful and fewer, while we ex­ 
pand the m asses by making them 
healthier, we will fail. 
We need to work harder at gain­ 
ing freedom for the individual so 
that he may naturally come by the 
same benefits which we enjoy. A 
more liberal Washington may take 
faltering steps along these lines in 
1959. 


* 


AND TAXES, OF COURSE 
Your taxes will go up, but not 
much. 
Here is where population 
growth proves a major factor. The 
Washington leadership has failed 
to realistically face the fact that 
our nation is growing. You can not 
serve 170 million people for the 
same price that you served 150 
million. 
Neither can you defend 
them for the same price. Especial­ 
ly if you are going to allow con­ 
tinued inflation. 
More people require more money, 
but they also provide more. Even 
without 
tax 
increases, 
receipts 
should rise if we guard our pros­ 
perity. A bigger population can af­ 
ford a bigger debt limit, a bigger 
tax bill, a bigger budget. 
'W e need positive steps to stop 
inflation and to assure employment. 
Given these the growing population 
will provide the extra tax funds. 
We revealed in a recent tax series 
that a complete overhauling of the 
income tax law would provide more 
funds while reducing tax percent­ 
ages. 
rhe 
small income earner 
would have welcome tax relief which 
would be an aid to business, helped 
by his dollars spent in trade. 
Locally taxes will 
increase a 
mite. And we emphasize the mite. 
A mill means very little to most of 
us, though we make 
much fuss 
about it. It amounts to only one 
dollar a year for each thousand 
dollars of your property's valua­ 
tion. That doesn’t amount to more 
than $3 for the majority of us. 


If we are to have the education 
we 
require to keep pace in the 
world race for existence, it will 
cost money, and the bill will go 
up. It won’t go up very much locally 
in 1959 because the law prevents 
more than a five per cent increase 
during a year when new assessed 
valuations are established. And this 
is that year. 
Public employes, still very much 
underpaid by present standards, also 
will require more money, and pay 
increases plus capital investments 
that are needed to keep our com ­ 
munities 
a n d 
county 
efficiently 
equipped will require small jumps. 
But again we are wondering why 
population does not provide much -of 
this. The census taker who reports 
that Warren has not increased in 
size cannot count. You need only 
to motor through the community 
and note that most of the lots once 
vacant have been filled up with new 
homes. Some one lives in them. 
The same goes for the suburbs. 
North Warren has added many blocks 
of new homes. So has Pleasant 
twp. And most any highway leading 
out of Warren will reveal many 
new houses. This applies even to 
the unpaved side roads which form 
a maze of roadways in the area. 
New homes are springing up every­ 
where you look, on the main drag 
and in the rem otest of wild co r­ 
ners. 
We 
predict that there will be 
some public officials who will be 
looking elsewhere for income. Real 
estate limitations this year may 
place the earned income tax in 
focus again. And there is much to 
be said in favor of it as a fair 
means of obtaining public funds. It 
is far fairer and would yield more 
than the per capita tax. 


* 
THE POLITICS OF IT 
It will be a major local year in 
politics. There will 
be at least 
one bombshell and there will be 
many offices filled in the court 
house. To be chosen are the com ­ 
m issioners, register and recorder, 
prothonotary, sheriff, and tre a s u r­ 
er. 
The 
r e o r g a n i z e d Democrats 
should look stronger than usual if 
they fully use their potential. But 
they are noted for inner strife and 
it will take more than an apparent 
coordination to accomplish much 
in this one-party county. They may 
look stronger in 1959, but we doubt 
if they will act strong enough. There 
is too much pettiness and selfish 
maneuvering in corners of the Dem­ 
ocrat ranks. 
Howevc., we expect an active 
campaign. The court house situa-, 
tion has developed a higher level 
of feeling than normally is the 
case and we anticipate a very strong 
effort on the part of the GOP forces, 
who may not be happy with the 
com m issioners. It would not 
b e 
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surprising to see them making a 
strenuous effort to defeat Commis­ 
sioner Mead if he chooses to run. 
The W arren council will see some 
major changes. 
Nine councilmen 
will be elected, but more is in­ 
volved than seating half the house. 
Ward changes are in the making. 
This will mean two less council­ 
men from the area covered by 
Wards One, Two, and Three when 
they are changed to two wards. 
The luck of the draw when the 
boundaries 
a r e 
named may de­ 
term ine which councilman whose 
term does not run out this year 
is to be removed from his seat. 
Two new councilmen will be elect­ 
ed from a new ward in what now 
is known as the Upper Fifth. 
Again population plays a major 
part. The Warren area has many 
new residents who are not bound 
by inherited Republicanism. There 
are more open minds, and some of 
the young people are not swallowing 
narrow p a r t y politics 
quite so 
readily as their provincial antece­ 
dents. 
More are finishing high school 
and many more are attending col­ 
lege. College and service in the 


arm ed forces result in contacts 
that take young minds out of the 
ruts of localism. This may not bt* 
the year for unbound thinking in 
W arren county polling houses, but 
it is coming, and it is possible 
that some 19^9 events will con­ 
tribute to the 
break away from 
blind party loyalty, and there may 
be signs of sufficient intellectual 
freedom to result in consideration 
of candidates and issues.

Detroit no doubt will 
give it a whirl. 
But we suspect that the m otorist 
who might settle for the barest of 
foreign car and accept its meagre 
offerings because of its name, will 
not drive a low-priced Chevy, Ford, 
or 
Plymouth unless it has more 
m eat on its bones. 


If we know it, so does Detroit. 
It may produce some low-priced 
models with shorter wheel-bases 
and light m otors (possibly includ­ 
ing much aluminum), but you will 
have the fam iliar experience of 
additional payments for the com ­ 
forts to which you are accustomed. 
We doubt if the I960 model, of 
sm all size, made in Detroit will 
cost you less than $2,000 if you 
buy what you want in the way of 
advantages, and it will not surprise 
us to see it require a check in the 
vicinity of $2,500.

ON THE HOME FRONT 
Locally we see much reason for 
optimism. Work should start on a 
$2.5 million school in W arren. Most 
of the m ajor plants are after new 
business and are spending money 
to keep pace with the latest produc­ 
tion methods. There is adventurous 
capital in the area, though not as 
much as we would like to see. 
But the groundwork is being laid 
in all com ers for new business. 
2ven W arren county’s little com­ 
munities are 
showing aggressive 
willingness to seek new industry'. At 
least one new plant should come 
this way in 1959.

GOOD FREE PRESS YEAR 
Several court decisions in 1958 
did much in the fight for complete 
freedom of the p ress. 
An Okla­ 
homa court 
ruled that television 
does not prevent a defendant from 
receiving a fair trial. 
The ruling 
was made as die result of an appeal 
made by a defendant who was given 
fifteen 
years 
for burglary. 
He 
claim ed the pictures 
were pre­ 
judicial-to him. 
Judge 
P. 
J. 
Brett said, "The 
doors of our courts must never 
be closed for star chain lier s e s ­ 
sions. 
They must be opened to the 
press and its prying eyes and puri­ 
fying 
p en 
to 
report courtroom 
abuses, evil and corrupt influen­ 
ces which despoil and stagnate the 
flow o f ‘equal and exact justice. In 
fact, it has been held the right of 
a 
public trial is abridged if the 
p ress is excluded.’’ 
He clearly named television as 
an adjunct of the press. 


ENDS AD TAX 
In Maryland a court of appeals 
ruled that the Baltim ore ad tax 
was illegal. Tile council has passed 
two ordinances for a total of six 
per cent of ad receipts. 
The opinion said in part, "The 
root of the evil lies net m erely in 
die fact that they curtail the dol­ 
lars 
received by the newspapers 
and stations, but in the fact that 
being entitled to privileges under 
the 
F irst Amendment, 
the news 
media are singled out and required 
to pay a special tax that is not re­ 
quired of business 
in general.” 
Judge P rescott agreed that the 
news media are not excluded from 
ordinary or general taxes in their 
operations, but he ruled that the ad 
tax had die character of a special 
"sin gle in kind tax" aimed esp ec­ 
ially at die dissem inators of news.

If "M averick” is a Western, it is 
one with a large wink. Much of the 
time the authors seem intent, not so 
much on doing a Western, as on rib­ 
bing the pants off W esterns. I recall 
one script called "Gun Shy” which 
seemed intent on ridiculing the whole 
genus W estern. This is the way 
Marion Hargrove, the author, starts 
it: 
‘ ‘This one is a little like the vig­ 
nette they use on one of those low 
pressure Saturday night W esterns, 
but the sim ilarity wasn’t noticed 
until it was too late to do anything 
about it. We can only hope that no­ 
body watches television on Saturday 
nights. Our own vignette opens on a 
long shot of a Western street: empty, 
silent and tense. A wide behind with 
a large revolver hung on it, crosses 
the frame so close to the camera 
that it’s practically polishing the 
lens. The large gunman who is the 
Town Marshal, pauses for a shot in 
the foreground and we note that he 
is facing another man who stands 
way the hell down at the far end of 
the street. 
"Suddenly the marshal does a 
j lightning draw and fires at the 
heavy down the street. Then he looks 
I puzzled as if he were missing some 
blue pages in the script and fires 
five times more, The guy at the far 
end of the street is still standing 
there. He leans toward us and calls 
out. We recognize the pleasant help­ 
ful tone as the voice of our hero, 
Bret Maverick: 
" ‘Shall I stand a little closer, 
m arshal?’ ” 
* * * 
The whole tone, in short, is quite 
a lot different from "Gunsmoke” . 
(Imagine Matt Dillon missing six 
shots! The whole social fabric of the 
West would come unstuck.) This 
particular episode was a bit more 
of a spoof on W esterns than most of 
them. The cast list, for instance, 
read in part like this: 
BRET MAVERICK - A r e f u g e e 
from W arner Bros, submarine pic­ 
tures. 
FREDDIE HAWKINS - A mature 
cockney gentlemen with black eye­ 
brows and store-bought hair. A 
tho rough-going thief, a congenita] 
and gifted liar, a crafty and season­ 
ed schemer of the highest crim inal 
type. 
MORT DOOLEY - Town m arshal 
at Ellwood, Kansas. Large; grim 
humorless and a sitting duck at all 
times. 
AMY WARD - Thirtyish and de­ 
collete, die typical hard-but-whole­ 
some lady saloon-keeper. 
1st Indian - Who has trouble 
understanding this Indian-talk jazz. 
This particular caper dealt with 
a search for buried treasure in which 
Mort Dooley (shades of Matt Dillon) 
kept running Maverick out of town. 
Ran him out about four tim es. Every 
time Mort would buckle on his guns 
Amy would lay her hand on his arm, 
look up at him soulfully, and say: 
"Be careful, M ort.” 
The Maverick brothers are in­ 
cessantly mixed up in shady enter­ 
prises but they never profit from 
them, far as I can see. In this par­ 
ticular one, Bret finally found the 
treasure which turned out to be

Glaiming Dependency Exemptions 


(This is one of a series of articles on federal income tax 
filing. The articles are based on information provided by the 
American Institute of Certified Public Accountants and the 
Pennsylvania Society of Certified Public Accountants, in 
cooperation with the Internal Revenue Service.) 
llfH E N you total up the exemptions on your 1958 tax return, 
remember that you are permitted to claim at least one 
exemption for every qualified dependent — and this includes 
yourself. 
Count your exemptions care­ 
fully because each one takes $600 
off your taxable income. Take 
one for yourself and two if you 
are 65 or over. This rule applies 
to both husband and wife on a 
joint return, and an added ex­ 
emption may be taken if either 
is blind. 
In addition, you are entitled 
to one exemption for each per­ 
son who fits the definition of a 
dependent, but the extra exemp­ 
tions for age and blindness can­ 
not be taken for a dependent. 
To qualify for an exemption a 
dependent must: 
(1) Have received more than 
one-half of his support from you 
unless you file a Multiple Sup­ 
port Agreement (see below). 
(2) Have less than $600 gross 
income unless he is your child 
and under 19 years of age — or 
a student of any age. 
(3) Not file a joint return with 
his spouse. 
(4) Have been either a mem­ 
ber of your household or closely 
related to you, as defined in the 
official instructions. 
(5) Be either a citizen of the 
United States or a resident of the 
U. S., Canada, Mexico, Canal 
Zone, Panama, or (in some cases 
the Philippines). 
Who Qualifies 
Your exemptions usually de­ 
pend on whether you and your 
dependents qualify under these 
rules at the end of the year. 
However, if your husband or 
wife died during -the year you 
can file a joint return and take 
the same exemptions that both of 
you would have otherwise had. 
If you shared with others in 
the support of a dependent, but 
none of you provided more than 
half, you may still be able to 
arrange for one member of the 
group to have the $600 exemp­ 
tion. You might agree, for ex­ 


ample, to take turns claiming the 
exemption each year. 
The one who claims the exemp­ 
tion must have contributed more 
than IO per cent of the support, 
and he must have been a mem­ 
ber of the group who collectively 
provided the necessary “more 
than 
one-half support.” 
Each 
member of the group must have 
been entitled to claim the de­ 
pendent except for the support 
requirement. 
M ultiple Support Agreements 
In order for one person to have 
the exemption all other mem­ 
bers of the group who contrib­ 
uted over IO per cent must sign 
declarations that they will not 
claim the dependent. The In­ 
ternal Revenue Service provides 
Form 2120 
(Multiple Support 
Agreement) for this purpose. 
Taxpayers who are supporting 
dependents, but are not able to 
file a joint return, may qualify 
as the “head of household,” and 
be entitled to use a special sched­ 
ule of tax rates that give you 
half the benefits of income-split­ 
ting. 
If you qualify as a “surviving 
spouse” you should not file a tax 
return as a “head of household.” 
The tax of a surviving spouse 
is computed on the same basis as 
a joint return and gives the full 
benefit of 
income-splitting. 
A 
“surviving spouse” is one: 
1. Whose husband or wife died 
in the preceding two years (1956 
and 1957). 
2. Who maintains a home for 
a legally qualified dependent (the 
dependent in this case must be 
a son, step-son, daughter or step­ 
daughter). 
The official instructions that 
come with your tax forms give 
further information on how to 
claim your dependency exemp­ 
tions. Help is also available from 
the Internal Revenue Service.

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PLEASURES IN 1959 
The expansion of population will 
continue to play an increasing part 
in our moments of pleasure and will 
influence the efforts to provide facil­ 
ities with which to enjoy them. This 
is seen more plainly in Warren 
where those who are fully aware of 
the need of today, and especially of 
tomorrow, fight for the preservation 
of land, for an adequate auditorium, 
school space which will serve more 
than day-time education, improved 
library service, a swimming pool 
that will meet m ore than the demands 
of 
sixty days a year, 
off-street 
winter sport for all, and ice skating 
facilities which will handle more 
than the mixture of ages who crowd 
onto Beaty rink a small percentage 
of the days in an average winter. 
* * * 
SWIMMING IN 1959? 
The cause for an adequate swim­ 
ming pool apparently is lost as the 
swimming pool committee talks ol 
nothing but an outdoor facility anc 
the high school plans progress with­ 
out arrangem ents for a combination 
outdoor-indoor tank, We doubt if 
there will be any change from that 
uneconomic line of reasoning in 
1959. We also doubt if Warren will 
have a pool in the summer of 1959, 
It can be done this year, if money 
is raised in the winter and spring. 
But at the best the breezes may be 
a bit chilled by the time the first 
bikini is donned. This may be the 
money-raising and decision-making 
year. Swimming probably will wait 
until 1960. 
* * * 
COUNTY LIBRARY SERVICE 
The county groups concerned with 
education of both school students and 
adults are very much in favor of a 
county library service. This has 
been proved on numerous occasions 
when most of die m ajor county o r­ 
ganizations have voted in favor of 
such a service. 
Positive steps toward its fruition 
may be taken in 1959. But we fear an 
unfair test. 
Library service must be adequate 
if it is to prove itself. A test made 
through a parsimonious approach 
can do more harm than good. We 
doubt if the m ajority of the present 
group of county commisioners will 
see what must be done along these 
lines. 
The proposed demonstration, in 
•which the state, W arren borough, 
and the county will cooperate, is apt 
to be handicapped by limited funds 
and ultra-conservative thinking. Ev­ 
eryone seems to be afraid to say 
what is needed. And what is needed 
is money and trained librarians. We 
doubt if we get enough of either. 
We will not say what enough is. 
We are convinced it would cause the 
conservatives to scurry under their 
mossbacks. 
* * * 
TOO FEW SEATS 
Obviously the effort to save the 
W arren area many thousands of dol­ 
lars by including an adequate audi­ 
torium in the new high school is lost. 
A community this size can afford 


everything it wants if wise planning 
is carried out. A thousand seats in 
the high school auditorium does not 
represent such planning. 
Population again becomes the de­ 
termining factor. The Warren area 
today must have a population of 
25,000. And this is growing. 
Certainly such an area can use an 
auditorium that will seat five per 
cent of its population. Even better 
it should be able to seat at least six 
per cent of its residents. But we 
are settling for an auditorium that 
will seat only four per cent today. 
Tomorrow it will be even less ade­ 
quate. 


thousand of the price whicn may be 
spent some day for such a facility. 
As it now stands we will not be 
able to handle the seniors, their 
parents, and the faculty on future 
graduation'nightsI This is the same 
blind thinking that almost had our 
school built on the framework of an 
antique fire hazard. 
* * * 
NOT ENOUGH TEAMS? 
Baseball moguls are representa­ 
tive of much of the thinking {hat is 
prevalent in sports today. They still 
are thinking on eight cylinders in a 
nation which has grown to 170 m il­ 
lion people. There were eight major 
league teams in each circuit when 
our population was 75 million back4 
at the turn of die century. Yet the 
big boys are saying that over twice 
that many people, and with baseball 
promoted on thousands of local sand­ 
lots, cannot provide sufficient capa­ 
ble players for two more teams in 
each league. 


The reasoning we do not follow. If 
we are trying to economize and are 
thinking only of assembly programs, 
which will be split, why not build 
only 750 or 800 seats? If we are 
thinking of serving the general pop­ 
ulation, why limit it to 1,000? Why 
not 1500, which would handle school 
activities in a single seating even 
after our school population has 
greatly increased, as we know it 
will? 
The schools in all of our Warren 
county 
communities 
must serve 
m ore than the young people. These 
buildings must be civic centers and 
m ust be used in evening hours for 
numerous purposes. It is the only 
economic way we can manage to 
provide our area with the advantages 
it should have. 
The difference between a thousand 
seats and twelve hundred or fifteen 
hundred is nothing when we are 
spending $2.5 million fora school 
We actually are saving over $100 


This is one of baseball’s troubles. 
It hasn’t thought big enough to allow 
for growth. And the same will hap­ 
pen to football, basketball, and other 
sports if we don’t remove some of 
the stifling controls. The population 
demands more teams, more playing 
fields, more facilities for all sports. 
The hours for play increase. The 
population increases. The need in­ 
creases. 
Adequate recreation is 
hampered by musty antiquated think­ 
ing at official levels, whether it be 
in the front office or in public of­ 
fices. We think 1959 will see some 
daylight admitted to such chambers.

Installing the beautiful windows in 
the new edifice known as St. Joseph s 
Roman Catholic church and absorb­ 
ing American habits seem to con­ 
sume most of the waking hours of 
Jacques Vincent. Assigned to War­ 
ren by the firm Jean Bardlet, Paris, 
it is Jacques’ duty to be sure the 
stained glass windows depicting the 
Life of Jesus are received intact 
and flawlessly unplaced. 


T h e 
Frenchman has traveled 
throughout Europe for the artisans 
but he is engaged in his first United 
States project having come here 
following completion of a four-weeks 
construction program in Quebec, 
Canada. In a little over a week he 
will be in Erie at the Holy Rosary 
Church and then to Gowanda where 
he will again be working on a St. 
Joseph’s Church. 


Each side window of the church 
arrives in seven sections. It is the 
responsibility of Jacques to fit the 
windows to the openings and fasten 
them with lead ties to steel bars. At 
the same time he is making repairs 
for accidental breakage and teaching 
Tony Tomassoni how to continue the 
maintenance after he has returned to 
his European homeland. The front 
windows are made of 1/2-inch thick 
transparent glass which has been 
imbedded in concrete by skilled 
Italians who are employed by the 
Paris firm.

windows because Jacques has ob­ 
served that the progress of the 
church is being delayed awaiting 
completion of his speciality. Meticu­ 
lous in every detail he works out­ 
side without gloves even in the sub­ 
zero weather of earlier this month 
and has been known to mix the 
cement for the front window's sev­ 
eral times, always cleaning anew his 
inserts because he wanted the ce­ 
ment to solidify before freezing. 
The European has a great love for 
the church which is adequately ex­ 
pressed by his purchase of tennis 
shoes so he w'ill not scuff the floor 
while making his many trips from 
the stock of window parts to the 
gaping holes in the walls.

Starting Monday morning at 7:30, 
WBEN-TV will carry the CBS edu­ 
cational program, “Sunrise Semes­ 
te r” , on a week-day basis. Of spe­ 
cial interest and help to college 
students and high school seniors, 
the program has garnered wide 
popular priase, has won several 
“ Emmies” . Its conductor, Dr. Floyd 
Zulli, Jr., professor of romance 
languages and literature, was voted 
Most Outstanding Male Personality 
of 1957, and the program was rated 
as best documentary or educational 
program; Ohio State University also 
gave it honorable mention in its an­ 
nual awards. 
The film series began as an ex­ 
periment in which New York Uni­ 
versity cooperated with WCBS-TV 
in New York to offer college credits 
to students properly qualified and 
registered for it. As enthusiasm of 
the press and viewers spread, re­ 
quests came from across the nation 
for Dr. Zulli’s discussions. Then 
CBS made it available to indepen­ 
dent stations. 
The first week the series on 
WBEN-TV will cover in five lec­ 
tures Stendahl’s “ The Red and the 
Black” , Dr. Zulli will offer a brief 
biography of Stendahl, review and 
analyze the book.

Our television predictions for 1959

quillization. We hope to see more 
programs 
such 
as Continental 
Classroom and Sunrise Semester, 
on a variety of subjects, more live 
drama; better news coverage and 
analysis of current events. 
Most of all, we hope to see a 
spirit of fearlessness and challenge 
on the part of the industry that will 
encourage it to present such pro­ 
gramming, in the face of sponsor 
demands. And we hope that adver­ 
tisers will also see the light of day 
and realize that products can be 
sold via programs that appeal to the 
average intelligence, of which cer­ 
tainly the majority of American 
viewers possess.

VIG RE BUCKS? 
To say now that there will lie 
more and bigger bucks for the 
shooting in die fall of 1959 would 
ignore the many influences that can 
determine the size of the herd in the 
remaining months. But there is a 
good chance that these very influ­ 
ences will contribute to the size of 
die antlers and the weight of the 
antlered. 
The recent buck season certainly 
did not do much harm to die antler­ 
ed animals. Tl^e antlerless season 
knocked off many small deer that 
might not have survived a heavy 
winter anyway. The result was that 
die hunters killed many deer which 
wouldn’t be around next fall even if 
they were not shot, while they left 
alone thousands of larger animals 
which should be even larger and 
healthier next fall. 
The signs point to a good fall for 
those who prefer to limit their shoot­ 
ing to the big ones and to racks that 
can be mounted in the study. 
* 
OTHER GAME 
We doubt if any of the small game 
was damaged much, and we see no 
reason why diere should not be ex­ 
cellent hunting next fall. This, of 
course, can be changed by weather, 
feeding, and breeding conditions. 
But everything being normal, the 
Pennsylvania hunter will have much 
at which to shoot next October. 


* 
POPULATION AGAIN 
Even in the field of hunting and 
fishing you will find the influence 
of population. In this case it works 
from both ends. As we humans be­ 
come more prolific the percentage 
who hunt also grows, or can be ex­ 
pected to do so. How many of these 
can be classified a s hunters is ques­ 
tionable today, but they are afield 
and armed. They want something at 
which to fire. 
And in the field and woods we 
also have population problems. We 
do not want so many deer that they 
will eat themselves into undernour­ 
ished arachnids. The size of the 
herd also affects our forests and 
the farm ers. In fact they feed so 
well in farm territory that you often 
will find the biggest bucks in open 
country. This is one of the reasons 
so few bucks were killed this year. 
Many hunters preferred the ease of 
travel and the possible reward of a 
big buck which combined to make 
farm areas popular. 
Too many deer also are harmful 
:o die small game supply. There is 
Little doubt that cover and food con­ 
sumed by the big animals makes it 
difficult for the sm aller game to keep 
alive long enough to be shot.
